This saying of His 
jand this alone during the first 
thirty years of Mis life, has survived 
and been handed down to us 
Significant, is it not, that the first 
and only recorded words of the 
| young man Jesus, who became, and 
jis still the religious master of the 
| world, should suggest the theme and 
{sphere of business” In the original 
| Greek, these words are ‘Did you not 
j; knew that I must be in the things 
of my Father?’ ‘You surely expected 
me to be taken up, occupied with 
the interests of my Father.’ That was 
Jesus’ conception of life, even at 
| that early age, to be occupied with 
‘God's interests. That is the business 


of life. When only twelve He had 
grasped the great idea that life 
must be lived for a purpose; that 


there is business to do and that this 
business beionge to God. 


| “Whether the sphere be the home 
‘the school, the work-shop, the store, 
the office, the things with which 


we are engaged are God's things; 


they are things in which He is vit- 
ally interested. Everything we do, if 
we do it rightly, is our Father's 


business. We speak of my business, 
my work, my study, sometimes for- 
eetting that God has anything to do 
with it. Whatever touches us tou_h- 
es our Father. We show our religion 
for lack of religion in the way we 
think of these things of everyday 
life and in the way in which we 
handle them

There is no such thing as per- 
sonal or home or church religion 
apart from business or work shop 
religion there such a thing 
as personal morality apart from bus- 
iness or political morality. Our mor- | 
ality and our religion will, 
show themselves in all the things 
with which our thoughts and hands 
are occupied day by day. When we 
think of religion in business, there- 
ore we are not limiting our con- 
sideration to those only, who are en- 
gauged in mercantile life. We are all 
business people. We have all some- 
thing to sell as well as something to 
buy products of our muscle or 
brain or heart, that we give in ex- 
change for other things. In this mu- 
tual interchanre of the means of 
life, our religion is manifested. 

“Generally speaking, religion ex- 
presses itself in two ways: in our 
attitude to God and in our attitude 
to our fellow men. ‘Thou shalt love 
the Lord thy God,’ This is the root 
of religion *‘Tho@ shalt love thy | 
neighbor as thyself.’ This is the fruit 
of religion. The fruit cannot grow if } 
the root is dug up and if the root ts 
there and ina healthy state, the 
fruit will show itself. Look first at 
the fruit, which is more visible, if 
not more real 

“Thou shalt love thy neighbor as 
thyself.’ Is this fruit seen in our bus 
iness relations? It is not, if we are 
continually trying to outdo our) 
neighbor, to get the better of him; 
if we look upon him as an unserup- 
ulous rival, keen for gain at our 
expense. There is no fruit visible, it
